Waergas the civil administration of Her Majesty's 
Government has, of late years, been greatly extended. 

And whereas the permanent officers by whom the 
clerical part of such administration is conducted, although 
necessarily divided Into many departinents, have, in a 
great degree, similar duties to pertorm: 

And whereas, in consideration of the premisses, various 
inquiries have’ been undertaken, and various measures 
have been founded upon them, both for the selection 
and for the classification of the said permanent officers; 
of which measures the latest is Her Majesty's Order in 
Council of 4 June 1470, whereby, or by orders and regula- 
tions supplementary thereto, the selection of persons for 
Her Majesty's Civil Service is directed to be made prin- 
cipally by literary competition according to two stundards 
of examination, and the persons #9 respectively selected 
are attac! either to different offices, or to Higher or 
Lower Divisions of the same office, according to the exa- 
minations passed by them and the duties to be performed : 

‘And whereas it appears from certain recent reports 
made by the Right Honourable Lyon Playfair and others 
appointed by the Commissioners of the Treasury to be a. 
Commission for inquiring into various questions connected 
with the organisation of Civil Departinents of the State, 
that further regulations are required for the division of 
duties in Her Majesty's civil establishments, and for the 
selection, pay, and promotion of the officers entrusted with 
such duties:

ORDER IN COUNCIL RESPECTING CIVIL SERVANTS WHO MAY BE 
CANDIDATES FOR SEATS IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
At the Court at Windsor, the 29th day of November, 1884. 
PRESENT : 


The Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Waeneas there was this day read at the Board a Minute 
by the Commissioners of the Treasury, dated the 12th 
instant, in the words following, viz.:— 

“ The First Lord informs the Board that questions have 
been asked in the House of Commons whether persons 
serving in an established capacity in the Permanent Civil 
Service of the State may, at the same time, announce 
themselves publickly as Candidates for seata in that House, 
and may issue political addresses, and speak at political 
meetings in fartherance of their election. 

“The First Lord represents to the Board the grave 
importance of these questions, and that it is expedient to 
settle them as regards the establishment of the Treasury, 
by an express Minute of such a general character as to 
Tegulate, without further reference to the Board, whatever 
particular cases of the kind may arise. 

“ The First Lord expresses to the Board his own strong 
sense of the public injury which must be the consequence 
of any departure from the conditions which, under Parlia- 
mentary Government, render a Permanent Civil Service 
possible, and he points out that, among those conditions, 
the essential one is that the members of such a service 
should remain free to serve the Government of the day, 
without necessarily exposing themselves to public charges 
of inconsistency or insincerity. 

“* The First Lord points out that, whatever may be the 
theoretical difficulty of defining the degree of reserve which 
these conditions impose upon Civil Servants, it has been 


solved in practice, as is proved by the rarity of charges of 
partisanship against members of their body, so that the 
Board cf Treasury is called upon to refer to an unwritten, 
but operative, law, rather than to declare a new one. 

“My Lords find that, as matter of fact, the usage 
of the Public Departments has been for a Civil Servant, 
seeking a seat in the House of Commons, to resign his 
office as soon as he issues his address to the electors, or in 
any other manner announces himself a candidate. 

“*My Lords consider that this usage should be binding, 
and They declare it to be so in the Treasury, and in all 
other Departments which depend upon the Treasury for 
the regulation of their discipline. 

“The First Lord further states that Her Majesty's 
Government is agreed upon the substance of his observa- 
tions to the Board, and that he proposes to cause the result 
of them to be embodied in an Order to be submitted to Her 
Majesty the Queen in Council, which, when passed will be 
pinging. on the entire Permanent Civil Service of the 

Her Majesty, having taken the said Minute into con- 
sideration, was pleased, by and with the advice of Her 
Privy Council, to approve thereof as applicable geuerally 
to Her Majesty's Civil Establishments; and the Chief 
Authorities of the said Establishments are to take the 
necessary steps herein accordingly, in respect of all persons 
serving within such Establishments in an established 
capacity in the Permanent Civil Service of the State,

His Majesty may grant Salaries to Consuls. 

J. Wurneas the Provision which hath been hitherto made 

for the Maintenance and Support of the Consuls General 
and Consuls appointed by His Majesty to reside within the 
Dominions of Sovereigns and Foreign States in Amity with 
His Majesty, out of the Money applicable under the Third 
Class of His Majesty's Civil List, as specified in the Schedule 
annexed to an Act made in the First Year of His Majesty’ 
Reign, intituled ‘An Act for the support of His Majesty's 
Household, and for the Honour and Dignity of the Crown 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland,” is 
inadequate to the Maintenance and Support of such Con- 
suls General and Consuls; and it is expedient to make 
further and due Provision for that purpose; be it therefore 
enacted by the King’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, ia this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, That it shall and may be 
lawful for His Majesty, by any Order or Orders to be issued 
by and with the Advice of His Privy Council, to grant to 
all or any of the Consuls General or Consuls appointed by 
His Majesty to reside within any of the Dominions of any 
Sovereign or Foreign State or Power in Amity with His 
Majesty, such reasonable Salaries as tu His Majesty shall 
seem meet, and by and with such advice as aforesaid, from 
Time to Time to alter, increase, or diminish any such Sala- 
ries or Salary as Occasion may require.

II, And be it further enacted, That such Salaries shall be 
issued and paid to such Consuls General and Consuls with- 
out Fee or Deduction: Provided always, that all such 
Salaries as aforesaid be granted for and during His 
Majesty's Pleasure. and not otherwise, and be held and 
enjoyed by such Consuls General and Consuls as aforesaid, 
80 long only as they shall be actually resident at the Places 
at which they may be so appointed to reside, and discharg- 
ing the Duties of such their Offices: Provided nevertheless, 
that in case His Majesty shall, by any Order to be for that 
Purpose issued through One of His Principal Secretaries of 
State, grant to any such Consul Generalor Consul as afore- 
said Leave of Absence from the Place to which he may be 
80 appointed as afuresaid, such Consul General or Consul 
shall be entitled to receive the Whole, or such Part as to 
His Majesty shall seem meet, of the Salary accruing due 
nad payaple during and in respect of such Period of Absence 
as aforesaid. 


Salaries so granted to be in lieu of Salaries and Fees 
formerly puid.—From Jan. 1, 1826, Consuls not to take,

III, And be it further enacted, That the Salaries so to be 
granted by His Majesty as aforesaid shall be taken and 
received by the said Consuls General and Consuls in lieu of 
and as a Compensation for all Salaries heretofore granted 
to them or any of them, and all Fees of Office and Gratui- 
ties heretofore demanded, received, or taken by them of or 
from the Masters or Commanders of British Ships and 
‘Vessels, or of or from any other Persons or Person, for or 
in respect of any Duties or Services by such Consuls General 
or Consuls done, performed, or rendered, for or to any such 
Masters or Commanders, or other Person or Persons as 
aforesaid ; and that no such Consuls General or Consuls as 
aforesaid shall, from and after the Ist Day of January, 1826, 
De entitled for or by reason or on accountof any Act. Matter, 
or Thing by him done or performed in the Executionof such 
his Office, or for or on accountofany Service by him rendered 
to any Masters or Commanders of British Ships or Vessels, 
or to any other Person or Persons, in the Execution of such 
his Office, to ask, demand, have, receive, or take any Fees, 
Recompense, Gratuity, Compensation. or Reward, or any 
Sum or Sums of Money save as hereinafter is excepted. 
Certain Fees allowed to be taken as mentioned in the Tables

IV. Provided always, and be it farther enacted, That it 
shall and may be lawful for all Consuls General and Con- 
suls appointed by His Majesty, and resident within the 


Dominions of any Sovereign, or any Foreign State or 
Power in Amity with His Majesty, to accept, take, and 
receive the several Fees particularly mentioned in the 
Tables to this present Act annexed, marked with the 
Letter (A.) and (B.),® for and in respect or on account of 
the several Matters and Things, and Official Acta and Deeds 
particularly mentioned jn the said Schedules; and That it 
shall and may be lawful for His Majesty, by any Order or 
Orders to be by him made, by and with the Advice of His 
Privy Council, from Time to Time as occasion may require, 
to increase or diminish, or wholly to abolish, all or any of 
the Fees aforesaid, and to establish and authorize the 
Payment of any greater or smaller or new or additional 
Fees or Fee, for or in respect of the several matters and 
Things mentioned in the said Schedules or any of them, or 
for or in respect of any other Matters or Things or Matter 
or Thing to be by any such Consul General or Consul done 
or performed in the executionof such his Office. 


Penalty on Consuls demanding more Fees than specified in 
the Schedule or specified in any Order in Council. 

V. And be it further enacted, That in case any Consul 
General or Consul, appointed by His Majesty as aforesaid, 
shall, by himself or Deputy, or by any Person authorized 
thereto in his Behalf, ask, demand, receive, take, oraccept, 
for or by reason or on account of any Matter or Thing by 
him done or performed in the Execution of such his Office, 
or for or on account or under pretence or by reason of any 
Service or Duty by him rendered, done, or performed in 
such his Office for any Person or Persons whomsoever, any 
other or greater Fee, Reward, Gratuity, Gift, or Remunera- 
tion than is mentioned and specified in the said Schedule, 
or than shall be sanctioned and specified in or by any such 
Order or Orders in Council as aforesaid, the Person or 
Persons so offending shall forfeit and become liable to pay 
to His Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, any Sum of 
Sterling British Money, not exceeding the Amount of the 
alary of sueh Person for One Year, nor less than the 
Twelfth Part of such annual Salary, at the Discretion of the 
Court in which such Penalty may be recovered, and shalt 
moreover upon a Second Conviction for any such Offence 
forfeit such his Office, and for ever after become incapable 
of serving His Majesty in the same or the like Capacity.

VIL. And be it further enacted, That a Printed Copy oF 
the Tables of Fees allowed by this Act, or which may or 
shall be sanctioned or allowed by any Order to be made in.

exhibited in a conspicuous Manner. for the Inspection of all 
Persons, in the Custom House in the Portof London, and 
in all other Custom Houses in the several Ports and Har- 
bours of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland ; 
and that printed copies thereof shall, by the Collector or 
other Chief Officer of Customs in all such Ports and Har- 
bours as aforeanid. be delivered gratuitously, and without 
Fee or Reward, to every Muster or Commander of any Ship 
and Veascl clearing out of any such Port or Harbour, and 
demanding a Copy thereof.

£X. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That if 
it shall at any Time happen that by reason of any War 
which may hereafter arise between His Majesty and any 
Sovereign, or Foreign State or Power, within the Dominions 
of whom any such Consul-General or Consul as aforesaid 
shall be appointed to reside, he shall be prevented from 
residing, and shall in fact cease to reside at the Place to 
which he may be so appointed, it shall and may be lawful 
for His Majesty, by any Order to be issued by and with the 
‘Advice of His Privy Council, to grant to any such Consul 
General or Consul, who may have served His Majesty in 
that Capacity for any Period not less than 3 Years nor

Chureh of Scotland, and maintained by any voluntary 

subscription or rate levied among or upon His Majesty's 

subjects resorting to or residing at such foréign port or 
place, or by any rate or duty levied under the authority of 
any of the Acts hereinafter repealed, it shall and may be 

Jawful for any Consul-General or Coneul, in obedience to 

‘any order for that purpose issued by His Majesty through 

one of his Principal Secretaries of State, to advance and 

pay from time to time, for and towards the maintenance 
and support of any such Chaplain as aforesaid, or for and 
towards defraying the expenses incident to the due celebra- 
tion of divine service in any such churches and chapels, or 
for and towards the maintaining any such burial grounds 
as aforesaid, or for and towards the interment of any of 

His Majesty's subjects in any such burial grounds, any 

gum or sums of money not exceeding in any one year the 

amouct of the sum or sums of money which during that 
year may have been raised at such port or place for the 

Baid several purposes or any of them, by any such volun- 

tary subscription or rate as aforesaid; and every such 

Consul-General or Consul shall, once in each year, transmit 

to one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State an 

account, made up to the Thirty-first day of December in 
the year next preceding, of all the sums of money actually 
raised at any such’ port or place as aforesaid, for the 
several purposes aforesaid, or any of them, by any such 
voluntary subscription or rate as aforesaid, and of ail sums 
of money by him actually paid and expended for such 
purposes or any of them, in obedience to any such Orders 
‘ae aforesaid, ad which accounts shall by such Principal 
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Secretary of State be transmitted to the Lord High 
Treasurer, or the Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury

And be it further enacted, that in case any of His 
Majesty's subjects shall by voluntary subscriptions among 
themselves raise and contribute such a sum of money as 
shall be requisite for defraying one half part of the expense 
of erecting, purchasing, or hiring any church or chapel or 
building, to be appropriated for the celebration of divine 
service according to the rites and ceremonies of the United 
Church of England and Ireland, or of the Cburch of 
Scotland, or for defraying one half part of the expense of 
erecting, purchasing, or hiring any building to be used as 
a hospital for the reception of His Majesty's subjects, or for 
defraying one half.of the expense of purchasing or hiring 
any ground to be used as a place of interment for His 
Majesty's subjects, at any foreign port or place wherein any 
Consul-General or Consul appointed by His Majesty shail 
be resident, then and in any such case it shall and may be 
lawful for such Consul-General or Consul, in obedience to 
any Order to be for that purpose issued by His Majesty 
through one of His Principal Secretaries of State, to 
advance and pay, for and towards the purposes aforesaid 
or any of them, any sum or sums of money not exceeding 
in the whole in any one year the amount of the money 
raised in that year by any such voluntary contribution as 
aforesaid; and every such Consul-General or Consul as 
aforesaid shall in like manner once in every year transmit 
to one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State an 
account, made up to the Thirty-first day of December in 
the year next preceding, of all the sums of money actually 
raised at any such port or place as aforesaid, for the several 
purposes aforesaid or any of them, by any such voluntary 
subscription as aforesaid, and of all sums of money by him 
actually paid and expended for such purposes or any of 
them, in obedience to any such Orders as aforesaid, and 
which accounts shall by such Principal Secretary of State 
be transmitted to the Lord High Treasurer or to the Lords 
Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury for the time 
being, who shall give to such Consuls-General or Consuls 
credit for all sums of money, not exceeding the amount 
aforesaid, by him disbursed and expended in pursuance of 
any such Order as aforesaid, for the purposes before 
mentioned or any of them. 


His Majesty's approbation. to be first obtained. 

XII. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That 
no such Order shall be issued as aforesaid through any of 
His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State authorizing 
the expenditure of money for the erection, purchase, or 
hiring of any such new church or chapel or hospital as 
aforesaid, or for the purchase or hiring of any such new 
burial ground as aforesaid, unless and until such Consul- 
General or Consul shall’first have transmitted to His 
Majesty, through one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries 
of State, the plan of such intended church or chapel, 
hospital, or burial ground, with an estimate, upon the oath 
of some one or more competent person or persons, stating 
the probable expense of and incident to the erection, 
purchase, or hiring of any such church, chapel, hospital, 
or burying ground as aforesaid, and unless and ‘until His 
Majesty shall have signified, ‘through one of His said 
Principal Secretaries of State, his approbation of the said 
plan and estimate: Provided also, that no money shall 
actually be disbursed by any such Consul-General or 
Consul as aforesaid, for any of the purposes aforesaid, 
unless and until the money to be raised by any such 
voluntary subscription as aforesaid be actually paid upand 
invested in some public or other sufficient security, in the

Provided also, and be it further enacted, that the 
whole salary of any Chaplain heretofore appointed or to be 
appointed to officiate in any such church or chapel in any 
foreign port or place in Europe shall not excced in the 
whole Five Hundred Pounds by the year, or in any foreign 
Port or place not in Europe, Eight Hundred Pounis by the 
year: Provided also, that all such Chaplains shall be 
appointed to officiate us aforesaid by His Majesty, through 
one of His Principal Secretaries of State, and shall hold 
such their Offices for and during His Majesty’s pleasure, 
and no longer.

hereafter be erected, purchased or hired, by the aid of any 
voluntary subscription or rates collected by or imposed 
upon His Majesty's subjects, or some person or persons 
for that purpose duly authorized by any writing under the 
hand and seal of any such Consul-Gencral or Consul, shall 
‘once at least in eve! ar, and more frequently if occasion 
shall require, by public advertisements, or in uch other 
manner as may be best udapted for insuring publicity, 
convene and summon a meeting of all His Majesty's 
subjects residing at such foreign port or place as aforesaid, 
to be holden at the Public Office of such Consul-General or 
Consul, at some time, not more than Fourteen Days nor 
tess than Seven Days next after the publication of any such 
summons; and it shall and may be lawful for all His 
Majesty's subjects residing or being at any such foreign 
port or place as aforesaid at the time of any such meeting, 
and who shal! have subscribed any sum or sums of money

ing to the dispatch of business, nominate one of their

Consuls to have Credit for Money disbursed for shipwrecked 
and distressed Persons. 

‘XVIII. And be it further enacted, That all Consuls- 
General and Consuls shall be allowed and have Credit in 
any Accounts by them rendered, through One of His 
Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, to the Lord High 
Treasurer, or the Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, for 
the Time being, for all such Sums of Money as ehall by any 
such Consul-General or Consul be disbursed and expended 
towards the Succour and Relief of Mariners shipwrecked 
and taken in War, or other distressed Persons being 
Subjects of His Majesty, and resorting to the Port or Place 
at which any such Consul-General or Consul may be 
appointed to reside: Provided always, that such Sums of 
Money be so disbursed and expended in pursuance of and 
in conformity to any Special or General Rules and Regula- 
tions to be for that Purpose made and prescribed by His 
Majesty, by any Order or Orders to be by Him for that 
Purpose issued, by and with the Advice of His Privy 
Council, and that an Account of the Particulars of all such 
Expenditure shall by the first convenient Opportunity be 
transmitted by such Consul-General or Consul for His 

fajesty’s Information, through One of His Principal 
Secretaries of State. 

Accounts and Estimates to be laid before Parliament. 

‘XIX. And be it further enacted, That within Six Weeks 
next after the Commencement of each Session of Parliament 
there shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament Copies 
of all Orders which may have been made, since the Com- 
Mencement of the last preceding Session of Parliament, 
by is Majesty, with the Advice of His Privy Council, 
in pursuance of this Act, together with an account of 
all Salaries which since the commencement of such next 
preceding Session of Parliament, may have been granted 
by His Majesty to any Consuis-General or Consuls, by 
virtue or in pursuance of this Act, together with an 
Estimate specifying the total Amount of the Money 
to be required for the Payment of the Salaries of all 
such Consuls General or Consuls respectively, for One 
Year from the Fifth day of January preceding the Date of 
such Estimate, and also for all contingent Charges and 
Expenses connected with the Public Duties and Establish- 
ments of such Consuls General or Consuls, after deducting 
the Amount provided on account of the Payment of sttch 
Consuls General or Consuls out of the Money applicatle 
under the Third Class of His Majesty's Civil List, as 
specified in the Schedule annexed to an Act made in the 
First Year of His Majesty's Reign, intituled “An Act for 
the Support of His Majesty's HMouschold, and for tne 
Honour and Dignity of the Crown of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland.’ 


Oaths may be administered by Consula.” 
XX. And whereas it is expedient that every Consul- 
General or Consul appointed by Hi y at any Foreign 
Port or Place should in all Cases have the Power of 
administering an Oath or Affirmation whenever the same 
shall be required, and should also have Power to do all 
such notarial acts as any Notary Public may do; be it 
therefore enacted, ‘That from and after the passing of this 
Act it shall and may be lawful for any and every Consul 
General or Consul appointed by His Majesty at any Foreign

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Port or Place, whenever he shall be thereto required, and 
whenever he shall see necessary, to administer at such 
Foreign Port or Place any Oath, or take any Affidavit or 
‘Affirmation from any Pérson or Persons whomsoever, and 
also to do and perform at such Foreign Port or Place all 
and every notarial Acts and Act which any Notary Public 
‘could or might be required and is by Law empowered to 
do within the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland; and every such Oath, Affidavit, or Affirmation, 
and every such notarial Act, administered, sworn, affirmed, 
had, or done by or before such Consul-General or Consul, 
shall be as good, valid, and effectual, and shall be of like

And be it further onacted, That all Penalties in- 
curred under or imposed by this Act shall and may be sued 
for, prosecuted, and recovered by any Person or Persons 
who may sue for the same, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, 
or Information in any of His Majesty's Courts of Record 
at Westminster, in the name of His Majesty's Attorney 
General, wherein no Essoin, Protection, Privilege, Wager at 
Law, or more than One Imparlance, shall be allowed.

REGULATIONS for HER MAJESTY’S DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 


EXAMINATIONS.* 
Nomination, Qualificution, and Examination of 
Candidates for Attachéships. 

I. CANDIDATES nominated for Attachéships in the 
Diplomatic Service must pass an examination before the 
Civil Service Commissioners, and at the time of present- 
ing themselves for it they’ must have completed the 
twentieth year of their age and must not have exceeded 
the twenty-sixth. They must be prepared to present 
themselves for examination within three months from 
the date of their nomination. 

Candidates, subject to the exceptions hereinafter 
stated, must satisfy the examiners in respect to the fol- 
lowing points:— 

1. Orthography. 

2. Handwriting. 

8. Précis writing. 

4. That they are well grounded in Latin grammar, and 
are able to construe and parse a portion of some good 
classical Latin author, and to give the derivation of words. 

5, That they are acquainted with the first four rules of 
arithmetic and decimal fractions, as given in Colenso’s 
Arithmetic, and with the first book of Euclid. 

6, That they have a general knowledge of geography. 

7. That they have a general knowledge of French 
grammar; that they can converse fluently in the French 

language on ordinary topics, and translate correctly from 
French into English and from English into French, and 
write a letter in French on ordinaty subjects. 

8. That they have a general knowledge of German 

mar, and that they can converse fivently in the 

rman language on ordinary topics, and translate 

correctly from German into English and from English 
into German. 

9. That they have a general knowledge of the 
constitutional history of England, to be acquired from 
Blackstone’s ‘ Commentaries” (Ker’s Edition, 1862), and 
Hallam’s ‘‘ Constitutional History of England.” 

10, That they have a general knowledge of the politicat 
history of Europe, and of the United States of North 
America, from the Treaty of Paris, in 1815, to the Treaty 
of Villafranca, in 1860, comprising an acquaintance with 
the most important international transactions during 
that period. 

11, That they have a general knowledge of political 
economy, to be acquired from Adam Smith’s ‘‘ Wealth of 
Nations,” and Mill’s ‘‘ Political Economy.” 

12, That they are generally intelligent, as evinced by 
the manner in which they acquit themselves under exa- 
mination, and specifically by the quickness they may 
show in seizing the points in papers read by them, or read 
over to them, once or twice. 

[The fee for examination is 64.) 


Candidates who may be exempted from Part of the 
Examination. 


II. Candidates who, after statutable residence, have 
taken a degree in one of the Universities of the United 
Kingdom will be exempted from examination in all the 
above-mentioned subjects, except handwriting, précis, 
and French. 

Candidates who have passed the first public examina- 
tion in Classics at one of the Universities in Great Britain 
or Ireland, or at the Royal Academy at Woolwich, or one 
of the public examinations for the Army or Navy, will be 
exempted from being examined in Latin; but candidates 
claiming this exemption must, on going up for examina- 
tion, exhibit to the Civil Service Commissioners a certi- 
ticate from the duly constituted authorities, examiners, 
or others, under whom they have been examined, that 
they have passed the first public examination in Classics, 
in whatever manner that examination may have been 
conducted, and to whatever point directed. 

[Clause Il. is suspended in competitive examinations.) 


REGULATIONS. 
Period of Service of Attachés. 


I. The services of Attachés will reckon from the date 
of the certificate granted by the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, and will be considered as probationary for two 


years from that date, during which period the Attachés 
must have been employed for 6 months in the Foreign 
Office, and must also have actually resided at one of Her 
Majésty’s Embassles or Missions abroad, or have been 
actually employed in the Foreign Office for such a time 
as in the aggregate will make up a further period of 
eighteen months, exclusive of any leave of absence, 
during either period. The time, however, necessarily 
employed in journeys to and from their posts will be 
allowed to count towards the completion of the required 
term. If these conditions as to employment and 
residence have not been fulfilled at the expiration of two 
years from the date of the certificate of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, the probationary period will be prolonged 
until they have been fulfilled. 


Commissions as Third Sccretaries,and a Salary of 
£160 a-year. 


IL, and III. Commissionsas Third Secretaries under Her 
Majesty’s Sign-Manual will be granted to Attachés, on the 
termination of the probationary period, and on the fulfil- 
ment of the conditions specified in the present Regulations, 
together with a Salary at the rate of 150/. a-year, pro- 
vided that their general character and conduct, during 
the time they have served, have been satisfactory, and 
that the Minister under whom they have last served 
certifies that, as far as he has the means of forming an 
opinion, they understand and speak French well, and aleo 
one other foreign language. 


Allowance of £100 a year for Knowledge of 
Public Law. 


IV. Third Secretaries who may after examination satisfy 
the Civil Service Commissioners that they possess a 
competent knowledge of public law, will receive while 
serving in that class an additional allowance of 100/.a-year. 
(Those who may be desirous of being so examined should 
apply to the Foreign Office, which will make arrangements 
with the Civil Service Commissioners for their examination.) 
(See also page 236.] 


Second Secretaries. 


V. Second Secretaries will constitute an intermediate 
Class between 8rd Secretaries and Secretaries of Legation. 
They will receive a minimum salary of 300/. a-year, in- 
creasing by 154. 2-year until it reaches a maximum of 
4501. a-year. But Second Secretaries at those posts to 
which a higher salary than 300/. a-year is assigned will 
not receive this annual increment until they shall be 
entitled by length of service to a salary greater than 
that so assigned. 


Employment and Designation of Second and Third 
Secretaries. 


VI. Secretaries of the Second and Third Classes may, 
at the discretion of the Secretary of State, be appointed 
indiscriminately toserve either in an Embassy or Mission, 
without reference to their previous employment in one 
or other of them. They are to be designated as Third or 
Second Secretary in the specific Embassy or Mission in 
which they may at that time be employed, but not as 
‘Third or Second Secretary of Embassy or Legation. 


Special Allowance of £100 a-year for Languages. 


VII. Any Secretary of Embassy or of Legation, Second 
or Third Secretary or Attaché on probation, who shall be 
reported by the head of the Mission in which he is em- 
ployed to possess a competent knowledge, colloquial or 
otherwise, for ordinary purposes, of the Russian, Turkish, 
Persian, Arabic, Japanese, or Chinese language, while 
serving in any country wheresuch language is vernacular, 
shall receive a special alfwance of 100/. a-year over and 
above any other salary or allowance which he may 
be in receipt of.

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Rules us to Pensions of the Fourth Class. 
VIII. In virtue of Her Majesty's Commissions, the ser- 
vice of Second and Third Secretaries will count for their 
pensions, under the Act of 22 & 33 Vict., cap. 43, from 
the date of the issue of their first Commission; but the 
amount of pension to be assigned to them will be calcu- 
lated, so long as they remain Second or Third Secretaries, 
for each year that has elapsed since the date of their first 
Commission, at one-thirtieth part of the last salary of 
which they were in receipt at the time of the pension 
being granted, provided that no pension shall continue 
to be issued to a person not incapacitated by ill-health, 
medically certified, who may decline active service before 
he has reached the sixtieth year of his age, after which 
age no person shall be required to serve as Second ot 
Third Secretary. 


Period of Service in the same Embassy or Bission. 


IX. Second or Third Secretaries and Attachés, as a gene- 
tal cule, will not be employed for more than two years in 
the same Embassy or Mission, exclusive of the periods 
during which they may have been absent on leave. But the 
Secretary of State reserves to hiinself full power to exten 
the term beyond two years in every case in which he 
Judges that there are special public reasons for so doing. 


Salary of Secretary of Legation, 


X. The minimum salary of a Secretary of Legation 
will be 500d. a year. 


Travelling Expenses. 


‘XI. Secretaries of Embassy or Legation, Second and 
Third Secretaries and Attachés , will, on their first appoint- 
ment, or on any subsequent removal for promotion, or 
other public reason, be allowed their actual travelli 
expenses by land, or the actual amount of their passages 
by sea, either from England to their post, or trom one 
foreign post to another (in the case of Secretaries of 
Embassy or Legation, and of Second Secretaries, the like 
expenses will be allowed to them for one servant, if they 
have one); and they will further be allowed subsistence 
money for themselves, but not for their servant, at the 
rate of one pound a day, while travelling by land, and by 
sea if subsistence is not included in the passage money. 
In the event of a passage being afforded to Secretaries or 
‘Attachés on board one of Her Majesty’s ships of war, the 
alowances made will be in conformity with the Admi- 
ralty Regulations; but the traelling expenses and sub- 
sistence of the families of Secretaries or Attachés will 
not be allowed. 

No allowance will be made to Members of the Diplo- 
matic Service for journeys undertaken for their own 
convenience, in pursuance of leave of absence. 


Secretaries and Altachés may be required to carry 
Despatches. 


XII. In the case of any journey of which the expense Is 
to be allowed, all Secretaries and Attachés will be bound 
to take charge of despatches, if required; and in that 
case they will be expected to perform the journey with- 
out delaying on the road. 


Members of the Diplomatic Service to go to any Posts 
to which they may be Appointed. 


XII. It is to be distinctly understood that, in future, 
all the Members of the Diplomatic Service will be ex- 
pected to take their turn in whatever part of the world 
their services may be required; and that, except as re- 
gards Tehran and Pekin, where no accommodation can 
be procured for married nen, every Secretary or Attaché, 
whether married or unmarried, must be prepared to go 
to the post at which the requirements of the public 
service demand his presence, and to which he may be 
appointed. 
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Interchange of Employment beticeen Second and Third 
Secretaries, and Junior Clerks in the Foreign Ogice. 


XIV. The Secretary of State, should he see occasion, 
will, for the advantage of the public service, allow Second 
and Third Secretaries, and Attachés to interchange for & 
time their duties with Clerks of the two Junior Classes 
in the Foreign Office; the several parties being bound, 
for the whole period through which the interchange 
extends, in every respect to perform the duties and to 
submit to the obligations attaching to the situation which 
they may temporarily occupy. 

‘The Secretary of State will, moreover, if he sees reason 
to do so, direct such temporary interchange of duties to 
be made, irrespective of the wishes of the parties, between 
Second or Third Secretaries, or Attachés, and Clerks in 
the Foreign Office; or he will direct such persons to be 
employed for a time, at home or abroad, without any 
interchange, making in either case any allowance to 
such parties that he may consider just and reasonable. 

In the case of temporary interchanges between Secre- 
taries and Clerks, they will respectively rank, in the 
Embassy or Mission, and Foreign Office, as the case may 
be, during the period for which the interchange shall 
last, after the Junior in the class of Secretaries or Clerks 
to which either of them belongs. 

A First-class Junior Clerk who may be permanently 
transferred to the Diplomatic Service will receive a Com- 
mission as Second Secretary; a Second Class Junior 
Clerk will similarly receive a Commission as Third Secre- 
tary. 

Junior Clerks in the Foreign Office temporarily em- 
ployed in a Special or in an Ordinary Embassy or Mission, 
will in like manner receive Acting Commissions as 
Second or Third Secretaries, as the Secretary of State 
may determine. 


Annual Reporls on Conduct of Junior Secretaries 
and Atlachés. 


XV. Heads of Missions will be required toreport annu- 
ally, on the Ist of January in each year to the Secretary 
State the mode in which, during so much of the preceding 
year as they shall have served in such Mission, cach 
Second and Third Secretary and Attaché in his Mission 
has discharged his public duty, and such reports will be 
duly considered before any promotion or Increase of pay 
is accorded to the persons to whom thcy apply. 
These reports will be considered to be strictly con- 
fidential, and it will rest with the Secretary cf State 
to determine as to extenuating circumstances when they 
are unfavourable. 


Promotion and Appointments to High Diplomatic 
Posts. 


XVI. The Secretary of State reserves to himself the 
power to recommend tothe Queen to name any person, 
even though not in the Diplomatic Service, for the 
higher and more responsible posts in it, and, generally, 
in regard to all promotions whatever in the Diplomatic 
Service, the Secretary of State will not be restricted by 
claims founded on seniority or membership of the profes. 
sion from making any such selection as on hia own re- 
sponsibility he may deem right. 


Duration of Appointments of Heads of Missions. 


XVIL. The duration of the appointments of Heads of 
Missions at foreign Courts shall not exceed, though it 
may be less than, five years; and atthe expiration of five 
years the question of reappointment, though in that case 
not involving fresh credentials, or of transfer to another 
Mission, shall be open for consideration. Members of 
the Diplomatic Service, on attaining the age of 70 years, 
shall be retired on the pension for which their services 
may qualify them. 


Deductions to be made from Salaries of Heads of 
Missions on Leave of Absence. 


XVIII. With a view torelieve the Heads of Missions on 
leave of absence on private grounds, the period of 
sixty days of ordinary leave will reckon from their 
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arrival in this country only, but the deduction from 
their salaries required to provide for the allowances 
of the Acting Chargé d’Affaires according to the 
Regulations which may be in force at the time 
being, will date as heretofore from their departure 
from their posts. On the expiration of the above period 
of sixty days the deduction will be at the rate of one- 
half of their salaries. Such period of sixty days may 
either be one of sixty consecutive days, or of sixty days 
occurring at intervais in the course of one year beginning 
on the lst of January and ending on the 3!st of December. 
But Heads of Missions to whom, on the ground of their 
having remained uninterruptedly at their posts during 
the year preceding that in which leave is applied for 
an accumulated leave of 120 days may be granted by the 
Secretary of State will, asin the former cuse, not be subject 
to be placed on half salary until after the expiration of 
that period, reckoned from the date of their arrival in 
this country. Under the Regulation as now amended, 
the time required for the return journey wili not in either 
cage be reckoned as leave, it being expected that, both 
as regards the homeward and the outward journey, the 
direct route shall be chosen, and due expedition used. 
It must be distinctly understood that Heads of Missions 
will not be allowed to accumulate more than two years’ 
leave, and that the Secretary of State reserves to himself 
to withhold this permission as often as he may see fit to 

0.80, 

Heads of Missions should further understand that 
Jeave of absence will, as a rule, oniy be granted to them 
when the Secretary of the Mission may be at his post, or, 
if absent, may be prepared to return and assume his 
proper position of Chargé d’Affaires. Second or Third 
Secretaries should not be placed in charge of Missions 
uniess in cases of pressing emergency, and the previous 
sanction of the Secretary of State should always be 
obtained, if possible. The allowances toSecond and Third 
when acting as Chargé d'Affaires will be, at 
t the rate of 34. a-day, and at Legations atthe 
day.*

* At the five Missions of Berne, Munich, Stuttgardt, 
Darmstadt, and Beigrade, the allowance remains at the 
rate of 1/. a-day. The allowance at Bucharest and Cairo 
is at the rate of one-fourth of the salary of the post.

Addresses of Members of the Diplomatic Service, No- 
tice to be given of Addresses of Persons on Leave 
of Absence, und in the case of Junior Members of 
intended depurture for their posts. 


XIX. Members of the Diplomatic Service of all ranks 
on leave of absence must leave with or send to the Door- 
keeper of the Foreign Office an address to which letters 
may be sent for them; and Secretaries and Attachés, 
previously to leaving England to proceed to or return to 
their posts, must notify the time of their intended de- 
parture to one of the Under-Secretaries of State. 


Allowances during War or Interruption of Relations- 


XX. Should an Ambassador, Minister, or Secretary 
of whatever class, by reason of war or other interruption 
of Diplomatic relations, be withdrawn from active service 
before his services shall have qualified him for a Diplo- 
matic pension of the class under which he would other- 
wise come, the Secretary of State will, as he may see fit, 
recommend that a temporary allowance should be as- 
signed to any such person who cannot otherwise be im- 
mediately employed, calculated on the rate of pension 
which he would have earned if he had continued to 
reside in such capacity, regard being had to the length 
and general character of his services; such allowance, 
however, to be strictly subject to the condition in regard 
to employment specified in the XIth section of the Act of 
32nd and 38rd Vict., c. 43, and to cease from the date of 
the ratification of a Treaty of Peace or the renewal of 
Diplomatic relations.

XXI. It being very desirable that the Members of 
Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service should clearly under- 
stand the duties respectively assigned to them, a copy of 
the Circular instruction on this subject, addressed to the 
Heads of Missions by Lord John Russell on the 6th 
November, 1860, is annexed to these Regulations, and 
the Secretary of State requests that the rules therein 
laid down may be duly observed.

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CIRCULAR TO THE HEADS OF MISSIONS OF THE 6th NOVEMBER, 1860. 


(Annex to Diplomatic Regulations of May 1, 1886.) 


My Lord, Foreign Office, November 6, 1860, 

Sir,—I have reason to apprehend that some miscon- 
ception has prevailed in the minds of Her Majesty's 
Ambassadors and Ministers as to the nature of the 
Felations between them and their Secretaries and 
Attachés, and that they have consequently, in many 
eases, overlooked the fact that the Secretaries and 
Attachés are public servants appointed by the Secretary 
of State to perform specific public duties. 

Itis to be borne in mind that one of the objects for 
which Secretaries and Attaches are appointed to Em- 
bassies and Missions is, that they may be trained up tn 
the junior branches of the Diplomatic Service, and 
thereby become qualitied for filling afterwards higher 
and more important situations; but this training they 
cannot receive unless they are employed, according to 
their several Commissions, in the general business of the 
Embassy or Mission. 

It follows that the Chiefs of Missions should not defeat 
the above-mentioned purpose by entrusting, at their own 
discretion, and with reference to their own personal con- 
venience, the manazement and execution of the public 
business of their Chanceries to persons out of the regular 
order. Each member of an Embassy or Mission, whether 
Secretary, Attaché, or Keeper of the Archives, should 
hold in the Chancery the position to which he is entitled 
by office or reniority, ard to which he is named by the 
Secretary of State; and in no case should a junior be 
arbitrarily preferred to a senior, nor an Attaché to a 
Secretary, nor a Keeper of the Archives to an Attaché. 

A disregard of these principles not only tends to defeat 
the objects for which the Diplomatic Service is consti- 
tuted, but is, moreover, among the junior members of 
that service, a fruitiul source of jealousy and disunion. 

On these grounds I have thought it expedient, with 
Her Majesty's approbation, to lay down certain fixed 
Rules for the regulation of Her Majesty's Embassies and 
Legations, in which the nature and amount of the busi- 
ness to be transacted renders an adherence to fixed Rules 
Feculiarly iniportant; and Iam convinced that if those 

ules are strictly attended to, the general interests of 
Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service, both present and pro- 
spective, will be greatly advanced, and the convenience 
and comfort of the Chiefs and subordinate members of 
the service will be essentially promoted. 

The principle on which the Rules which I now proceed 
to lay down are founded is to apply, as far as possible, to 
Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service abroad the system on 
phish the business of the Foreign Otlice is carried on at 

me. 

In the Foreign Office the Under Secretaries of State, 
the Senior and Assistant and Junior Clerks, have their 
Tespective duties to perform, and they do perform them 
without clashing or interfering with each other. 

In like manner Her Majesty's Secretaries of Embassy 
or Legation, the Senior and Junior laid Attaches, and 
the Unpaid ‘Attachés, have in Her Majesty's Embassies 
and Legations their regular and appointed po: d 
duties; and it is only necessary to bear this analogy in 
mind, and to carry it out in practice, in order to ensure 
the efficient and harmonious working of Her Majesty's 
Diplomatic Service abroad, 

‘he manner in which this principle is to be applied 
will readily occur to such of Her Majesty’s Ambassadors 
and Ministers as are conversant with the working of the 
system in the Foreign Office; but I consider it desirable 
to explain its application in detail. 

Accordingly, the Secretary of Embassy or Legation 
Must be deemed to hold, as regards the Chief of the 


Mission, the same position which an Under-Secretary of 
State holds as regards the Secretary of State, and there- 
fore the whole public business of the Embassy or Mission 
should pass through his hands, and, subject to the orders 
of the Chief, should be carried on under his immediate 
superintendence. 

The public «nd official despatches and papers will, if 
not opened by the Ambassador or Minister himself upon 
their arrival, reach him through the Secretary of Embassy 
or Legation: and the directions of the Chief in regard to 
al matters of public business will pass through the 
Secretary, and be executed under his superintendence and 
control. The principle on which this regulation is founded 
scarcely needs an explanation, for it is obvious that the 
public interests require thut the Secretary, who may at 
any moment, in consequence of the absence of the Chief 
be called upon to conduct the public business on his 
own responsibility, should be kept fully informed as to 
the course of those matters with which he may have to 
deal. 

In the occasional or accidental absence of the Secretary 
from the residence of the Mission, or from the Chancery, 
the Senior Attaché in attendance will undertake his 
duties, so that no inconvenience or delay need arise in 
the transaction of the public business. 

As regards the general duties of Attachés, the Senior 
will, in the cery, occupy the position which a Senior 
Clerk occupies in the Foreign Office. He will be respon- 
sible for the correct performance of the details of the 
Chancery work; he will assign to the other Attaches 
their respective portions of it; he will have the general 
custody of the Cyphers and Decyphers ; and he will be 
responsible for keeping the accounts of the Extraordinary 
Expenditure, and for submitting them to the Chief of the 
Embassy or Mission for approval and transmission to 
England as soon as possible after the expiration of each 
quarter. Moreover, as stated in my Circuiar despatch of 
the 10th February last the Senior Attaché for the time 
being will, if no other person has, with the sanction of the 
Secretary of State, been appointed for that special duty, 
have the custody of the Archives. He will be held re- 
sponsible for their being kept in proper order; for the 
correspondence being regularly registered; and for the 
letters and drafts being properly docketed and filled up 
before they are consigned to the Archives. 

The position and duties of the Aeeper of Archives in 
thoee Embassies or Missions to which such an officer ig 
attached will correspond with those of the Librarian of 
the Foreign Office, though his duties in regard to the cor- 
respondence will commence at an earlier period than that 
of that officer, Those duties will be to keep the papers, 
whether bound or un! ound, in good order, so that they 
may be at any time easily accessible; to see that the 
papers are at stated intervals bound in volumes; and to 
make references and Memoranda for the information of 
the Ambassador or Minister, and for the general require- 
ments of the Chancery. + 

The order of precedence among the Junior members of 
Her Bajesty’s Diplomatic Service will thus be:— 


Secretary of Embassy or Legation; 

Paid Attachés ; 

Unpaid Attachés 

Keeper of Archives; and 

Translator, where a Translator is appointed with 
the sanction of the Secretary of State. 


The foregoing Regulations apply exclusively to the 
transaction of Public and Official busines: ind are not 
intended in any way to interfere with the discretion of the 
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Ambassador or Minister as to the arrangements he may 
make in regard to his private correspondence. I have 
only to observe on this point, that if the Ambassador or 
Minister sees occasion to employ one of the Attachés as 
his Private Secretary, the manner in which such Attaché 
should be employed in the transaction of the public 
business of the Embassy or Mission is not to be affected 
thereby, but is to continue to be governed by the Rules 
which I have laid down, and must remain in entire sub- 
ordination to, and under the control of, the Secretary of 
Embassy or Legation, and of the Attachés holding a 
superior position to him in the Chancery. 

‘he Secretary of Embassy or Legation, the First 
Attaché, and the Keeper of the Archives, should be under 
no restriction as to the hours at which the Chancery 
shall be open to them, even if any such restriction is 
habitually placed on other members of the Mission; and 
they should each have keys of the presses or boxes in 
which the Archives and Public Papers are kept. 

No person must be employed in the transaction of the 
public business except those who may be actually members 
of the Embassy or Legation, or whose employment may 
be specifically sanctioned for a limited period by the 


Secretary of State. 


DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 


Ihave no doubt that a strict adherence to the Rules I 
have thus laid down will tend to the regular dispatch of 
public business, and to the maintenance of harmony 
among the different members of Her Majesty's Diplomatic 
Service; while it will also be advantageous to the Chiefs 
of Missions. It is not my intention by these Regulations 
to prescribe to those Chiefs any obligation of consulting 
or of being guided by the opinion of any of the subordi- 
nate members of their Mission. On those Chiefs rests 
the responsibility of the decisions they may come to, and 
of any course they may determine to pursue, end with 
them, therefore, must also rest the free choice of the 
means for arriving at their decisions, 

My object in the present communication is to provide 
that those persons who are appointed by the Secretary of 
State to definite situations and ranks in Her Majesty’s 
Embassies and Missions shall be employed in the 
transaction of the public business of such Embassies and 
Missions in accordance with the purposes for which their 
appointments have been created.

The Queen has been pleased to direct that the following Regulations respecting 
Foreign Orders and Medals shall be substituted for those previously in force. 
(In force, January 1889.) 


FOREIGN ORDERS, 


1. No Subject of Her Majesty shall accept a Foreign 
Order from the Sovercizn of any foreign country, oF 
wear the Insignia thercot, withont having previously 
obtained Her Majesty's permission to that effect, signitied 
by a Warrant auder Her Roval Sign Manual. 

2. Excepting in the case of special complimentary 
missions to Foreizm Soverrizns, such permission shall 
not be granted to any Subject of Her Majesty, unless 
the Foreign Order shall Lave been conferred in conse- 
quence of active and distingnished Service before the 
Enemy, either at Seaor in the Field; or unless he shall 
have been actually and entirely employed, beyond Her 
Majesty's dominions, in tie Servico of the Foreign 
Sovereign by whom the Order is conferred. 

8. The intention of a Foreign Sovereign to confer 
apon a British subject the {Insignia of an Order, must 
be notified to Her Majesty 
State for Foreign Affairs, either throngh the British 
Minister accredited atthe Conrt of such Foreign 
Sovereign, or through His Minister accredited at the 
Court of Her Majesty. 

4. If the service for which: it is proposed to confer 
the Order has been performed during War, the notifi- 
cation required by the preceding Clause must be made 
not later than two yenrs alter the exchange of the 
ratifications of a ‘Treaty of Peace. 

Tf the service has been performed in time of Peace, 
the notification must be made within two years after the 
date of such service. 

5. After such notification shall have been received, 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
‘Affairs shall, if the case comes within the conditions 
prescribed by the present Regulations, and arises from 
navalor military Services before the Enemy, refer it to 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for the War 
Department, previously to taking Her Majesty's pleasure 
thereupon, in order to ascertain hether there be any 
objection to Her Majesty's permission being granted. 

‘A similar reference shall also be made to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, if the application relates to an Oflicer 
in the Army, or to the Lords of the Admiralty if it 
relates to an Otlicer in the Navy. 

6, When Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs shall have taken the Queen's pleasure 


v's Principal Secretary of | 


on any such application, and shall have obtained Her 
Majesty's permission for the person in whose favour it 
has been made to accept the Foreign Order and wear the 
Insignia thereof, he shall signify the same to Her 
Majesty's Prineipal Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, in order that he muy cause the Warrant 
required by Clanse 1 to be prepared for the Royal Sign 
Manual. 

When such Warrant shall have been signed by the 
Qneen, a notification thereof shall be inserted in the 
Gazette, stating the service for which the Foreign Order 
has been conlerred. 

7. The Warrant signifying Her Majesty's permission, 
may, at the requestand at the expense of the person who 
juas obtained it, be registered in the College of Arms. 


8. Every such Warrant as aforesaid shall contain a 
Clanse providing that Her Majesty's licence and permnis- 
sion does not authorize the assumption of any style, 
appellation, rank, precedence, or privilege appertaining 
toa Knight Bachelor of Her Majesty's Reals. 


9. When a British subject has roceived the Royal 
permission to accept a Foreign Order he will at any 
future time be allowed to accept the decoration of a 
higher class of the same Order, to which he may have 
become eligible by increase of rank in the Foreign ser- 
vice, or in the aervice of his own country ; or any other 
distinctive mark of hononr strietly consequent upon the 
acceptance of the original Order, and common to every 
person npon whom such Order is conferred. 

10, ‘The preceding Clause shall not be taken to 
apply to Decorations of the Guelphic Order which were 
bestowed on British subjects by Her Majesty's prede- 
cessors, King George 1V. and King William IV., on 
whose heads the Crowns of Great Britain and Hanover 
were nnited, 

Decorations so bestowed cannot properly be consi- 
dered ax rewards granted by a Foreign Sovereign for 
services rendered acct 2 to the purport of Clause 2 
of these Regulations. "y must be rather considered 
as personal favours bestowed on British subjects by 
British Sovereigns, and as having no reference to ser- 
vices rendered to the Foreign Crown of Hanover.

Medals which, not being the decoration of any Foreign 
Order, are conferred vy u Foreign Sovereign on British 
subjects in the Army or ‘avy, should be addressed 
to the Commander-in-Chief or the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty, as the case may be, who, if they see fit, may 
submit the same for Her Majesty's sunction, upon 
obtaining which they may grant such permission 
without otber formality.

ACTS OF PARLIAMENT RELATING TO MARRIAGES ABROAD. 


Empasstes Margracs Act. 


(1.}-An Act to relieve His Majesty's Subjects from all Doubt concerning the Validity of Certain 
larriages Solemnized Abroad. 


Act 4 Geo. IV., cap. 91—July 18, 1823. 


Marriages solemnized abroad by Ministers of the 
Church of England, §c., declared as valid as if 
solemnized in His Majesty's Dominions. 

‘Waezzas it is expedient to relieve the Minds of all His 
Majesty's Subjects from any Doubt concerning the Validity 
of Marriages solemnized by a Minister of the Church of 
England in the Chapel or House of any British Embas- 
sador or Minister residing within the Country to the Court 
of which he is accredited, or in the Chapel belonging to 
any British Factory abroad, or in the House of any British 
Subject residing at auch Factory, as well as from any Pos- 
sibility of Doubt concerning the Validity of Marriages 
solemnized withm the British Lines by any Chaplain or 
Officer, or other Person officiating under the Orders of the 
Commanding Officer of a British Army serving abroad; be 
it declared and enacted, and it is hereby declared and 
enacted by the King's most Exccllent Majesty, by and 


with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament as- 
sembled, and by the Authority of the same, That all such 
Marriages as aforesaid shall be deemed and held to be as 
valid in Law as if the same had been solemnized within 
His Majesty's Dominions, with a due Observance of all 
Forms required by Law. 


Not to affect the Validity of Marriages solemnized 
beyond Seas. 

Il. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That 
nothing in this Act contained shall confirm or impair or 
anywise affect, or be construed to confirm or to impair or 
anywise to affect, the Validity in Law of any Marriages 
solemnized beyond the Seas, save and except such a8 
have been or shall be solemnized in the Places, Form, and 
Manner herein specified and recited.

Marriages solemnized abroad in manner provided by 
this Act to be valid. 


Waneasan Act was passed in the fourth year of the reign 
of His late Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled 
“ An Act to relieve His Majesty's Subjects from all Doubt 
concerning the Validity of certain Marriages solemnized 
abroad :" "And whereas the provisions of the said Act are 
applicable only to the cases of marriages solemnized by a 
minister of the Church of England in the chapel or house 
of any British Ambassador or Minister residing within the 
country to the Court of which he is accredited, or in the 
chapel belonging to any British factory abroad, or in the 
house of any British subject residing at euch factory, and 
of marriages solemnized within the British lines by any 
Chaplain or Officer, or other person officiating under the 
orders of the commanding officer of a British army serving 
abroad: And whereas large numbers of Her Majesty's 
subjects are resident abroad at places where the provisions 
of the said Act are not applicable: And whercas it is 
expedient to afford greater facilities for the marriage of 
Her Majesty's subjects resident abroad: Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament as- 
sembled, and by the authority of the same, that all mar- 
riages (both or one of the parties thereto being subjects or 
a subject of this realm) which from and after the passing 
of this Act sball be solemnized in the manner in this Act 
provided in any foreign country or place where there 
shall be ® British Consul duly authorized to act in such 
foreign country or place under this Act shall be deemed 
and held to be «s valid in the law as if the same had been 
solemnized within Her Majesty's dominions with a due 
observance of all forms required by law. 


Notice of every intended marriage to be given to 
Consul. 

2. And be it enacted, that in every case of marriage 
intended to be solemnized under the provisions of thie Act 
one of the parties shall give notice under his or her hand, 
in the form of the Schedule (A) to this annexed, or to the 
like effect, to the Consul within whose district both the 
parties shall have dwelt, not less than one calendar month

then next preceding, and shall state therein the name and 
surname and the profession or condition of each of the 
said parties intending marriage, the dwelling-place of eack: 
of them, and that each of them has dwelt within such 
district during such one calendar month at the least.

3. And be it enacted, that the Consul shall file all sueh 
notices, and keep them with the archives of his Consulate. 
and shall also forthwith enter a true and exact copy of 
every such notice fairly into a register to be by him kept 
for that purpose, and shall likewise suspend a like true and 
exact copy of every such notice in some conspicuous place 
in the office of his Consulate during seven successive 
days, if the marriage is to be solemnized by licence, or 
twenty-one successive days if the marriage is to be solem- 
nized without licence, before any marriage shall be solem- 
nized in pursuance of such notice; and the said register 
and suspended copies shall be open at all reasonable times, 
without fee, to the inspection of persons desirous of 
inspecting the same; and upon the receipt of every such 
notice, and before registering and suspending the same, 
the Consul shall be entitled to have a fee of ten shillings. 


Persons duly authorized may forbid the solemnization 
of any marriage. 

4. And be it enacted, that any person authorized in that 
behalf as hereinafter mentioned may, at any time before 
the solemnization of any such intended marriage, forbid 
the solemnization of such intended marriage, by writing 
the word ‘forbidden opposite to the entry of the notice 
of such intended marriage in the register, and by sub-

said, or where, on such refusal as aforesaid of the Consul, 
a person shall appeal as aforesaid, and the marriage shall

nized at the British Consulate, with open doors, between 
the hours of cight and twelve in the forenoon, in the pre- 
sence of two or more witnesses, and may be solemnized, in 
the presence of the Consul, according to the rites of the 
United Church of England and Ireland, or according to 
such other form and ceremony as the parties thereto may 
ace fit to adopt, or may, where the parties shull eo desire, 
be solemnized by the Consul ; and in the solemnization of 
every such marriage not solemnized according to the rites 
of the United Church of England and Ireland, in some part 
of the ceremony, and in the presence of the Consul and

“J do solemnly declare, that I know not of any lawful 
impediment why I, A. B., may not be joined in matrimony 
toc. b.” 


And each of the parties shall say to the other, 

“7 call upon these persons here present to witness that 
I, A. B., do take thee, C. D., to be my lawful wedded wife 
[or husbana)." 


Marriage fees to the Consul. 

10. And be it enacted, that the Consul shall be entitled, 
for every marriage which shall be solemnized under this 
Act by him or in his presence, to have from the parties 
married the sum of twenty shillings, if, the marriage shall 
be by licence, and otherwixe the sum of ten shillings, 


Consul to register marriages in duplicate in books to 
be sent by the Registrar - General through the 
Secretary of State. 

11, And be it enacted, that the Consul shall forthwith 
register in duplicate every marriage solemnized as atore= 
said in two marriage register books to be furnished to him 
for that purpose from time to time by the Registrar 
General (through one of Her Majesty's Principal Secre- 

“sof State), according to the torm provided for the 

registration of marriages by an Act of the seventh year of 
the reign of King William the Fourth, intituled, ** An Act 
for registering Births, Deaths, and Marriages in England, 
or as near to such form as the difference of the circum= 
: will admit of; and the entry in each such book of 
every such marriage shall be signed by the person by 
whom the aria shall have been solemnized, if there 
shall be any such person other than the Consul, and by 
the Consul and both the parties married, and attested by 
two witnesses; and all such entries shall he made in 
regular order from the beginning to the end of cach such

12, And be it enacted that in the month of January in 
every year every Consul shall make und transmit to one of 
Her Majesty's Principal Seeretaries of State, to be trans- 
mitted by him to the Registrar-General, @ true copy certi- 
fied by such Consul under his hand and Consular seal, 
according to the form in the Schedule (B) to this Act

required, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty's Attorney- 
General or Solicitor-General to sue for the forfeiture of all

religious rites or ceremonies or contracted per verba de 
presenti in any foreign country or place, and registered by 
or under the authority of avy British Consul-Gencral, 
Consul, or Vice-Consul exercising his functions within 
such foreign country or place, the signatures of the parties 
being written in the register, shall be deemed and held to 
be as valid in the law, and cognizable in the like manner 
as if the same had been solemnized within Her Majesty's 
dominions with a due observance of all forms required by 
law: Provided always, that this enactment shall not extend 
to render valid any marriage which before the passing of 
this Act has been declared invalid by any Court of com- 
petent jurisdiction in any proceeding touching such 
marriage, or any right dependent on the validity or in- 
validity thereof, or any marriage where either of the 
parties has afterwards, during the life of the other, lawfully 
intermarried with any cther person. 


Extent of Act. 

21. Provided always, and be it enacted, that nothing in 
this Act contained shall confirm or impair, or in anywise 
affect, or be construed to confirm or impair, or in anywise 
affect, the validity in law of any marriage solemnized 
beyond the seas, otherwise than as herein provided ; and 
this Act snall not extend to the marriage of any of the 
Royal Family.

Act 18 & 19 Vic., Cap. XLIL—July 2, 1855. 


Weerzas by an Act of the 6th Year of King George 
the Fourth, Chapter 87,* Powers are given to British 
Consuls General and Consuls to administer Oaths and 
do Notarial Acts in the Foreign Places to which they 
are appointed; and it is expedient that the like Powers 
should be given to Ambassadors and other Diplomatic 
Agents and to Vice-Consuls and Consular Agents Abroad : 
Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal. and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows 


Oaths may be administered by Ambassadors and other 
British Ministers Abroad. 

I. From and after the passing of this Act, it shall and 
may be lawful for every Briftsh Ambassador, Envoy, 
Minister, Chargé d’Affaires, or Secretary of Embassy or 
of Legation exercising his Functions in any Foreign 
Country, and for every British Vice-Consul, Acting Con- 
sul, Pro-Consul, or Consular Agent (as well as every 
Consul General or Consul) exercising his Functions in 
any Foreign Place, whenever he shall be thereto required, 
and whenever he shall see necessary, to administer in 
such Foreign Country or Place any Oath or to take any 
Affidavit or Affirmation from any Person whomsoever, 
and also to do and perform in such Foreign Country or 
Place all and every Notarial Acts or Act which any Notary 
Public could or might be required and is by Law em- 
powered to do within the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland; and every such Oath, Affidavit, or 
Affirmation, and every such Notarial Act, administered, 
sworn, affirmed, had, or done by or before such Ambas- 
sador, Envoy, Minister, Chargé d’Affaires, Secretary of 
Embassy or of Legation, Vice-Consul, Acting Consul, 
Pro-Consul, or Consular Agent, shall be as good, valid, 
and effectual, and shall be of like Force and Effeet, to all 
Iatents and Purposes, as if such Oath, Affidavit, or Affir- 
mation, or Notarial Act, respectively, had been adminis- 
tered, sworn, affirmed, had, or done before any Justice of 
the Peace or Notary Public in any part of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland, or before any other 
legal or competent Authority of the like Nature. 


Affidavits taken before Ambassadors, §c., abroad, may 
be used in Courts in the United Kingdom. 

II. Affidavits and Affirmations so taken as aforesaid 
under the said Act of King George the Fourth or this Act 
shall and may be received, read, and made use of in and 
before any Court of Law or Equity or other Judicature 
whatever in any Part of the United Kingdom, and the 
Judges and Officers thereof, in or in relation to any 
Action, Suit, Cause, Matter,or Proceeding in or before 
any such Court or Judicature, in like Manner, and shall 
be of the same Force and Effect as Affidavits and Af- 
firmations taken in or before such Court or Judicature, 
or by any Person duly Commissioned orauthorized by such 
Court or Judicature to take such Affidavits or Affirma- 
tions, and shall be filed and dealt with accordingly. 


Documents to be admitted in Evidence without Proof of 
the Seat or Signature of the Ambassador or other 
official Person. 


IIL, Any Document purporting to have affixed, im- 
pressed, or subscribed thereon or thereto the Seal and 
Signature of any British Ambassador, Envoy, Minister, 
Chargé d’Affaires, Secretary of Embassy or of Legation, 
Consul General, Consul, Vice-Consul, Acting Consul, 
Pro-Consul, or Consular Agent, in testimony of any such 
Oath, Affidavits, Affirmation, or Act having been ad- 
ministered, sworn, affirmed, had or done by or before 
him, shall be admitted in Evidence without Proof of any 
such Seal and Signature being the Seal and Signature of 
the Person whose Seal and Signature the same purport 
to be, or of the official Character of such Person. 


Persons swearing or affirming falsely guilty of 
Perjury. 


IV. Any Person knowingly and wilfully making any 
false Oath, Affidavit, or Affirmation before any Person 
having Authority to adminieter such Oath or take such 
Affidavit or Affirmation under the said Act of King George 
the Fourth or this Act, shall be deemed guilty of Perjury, 
and such Offender may be charged, proceeded against, 
tried, and dealt with in any County or Place in the 
United Kingdom in the same manner in all respects as 
if the Offence had been committed in such County or 
Place. 


Persons forging Seal or Signature guilly of Felony. 


V. If any person shall forge any such Seal or Signature 
as aforesaid, or shall tender in Evidence any such Docu- 
ment as aforesaid with a false or counterfeit Seal or 
Signature thereto, knowing the eame to be false or coun- 
terfeit, he shall be guilty of Felony, and shall upon Con- 
viction be liable to Penal Servitude for the Term of Four 
Years, or to be imprisoned, with or without Hard Labour 
for any Term not exceeding Three Years nor less than 
One Year; and whenever any such Document has been 
admitted in Evidence by virtue of this Act, the Court or 
the Person who has admitted the same may, at the Re- 
quest of any Party against whom the same is so admitted 
in Rvidence, direct that the same shall be impounded and 
be kept in the Custody of some Officer of the Court or 
other Proper Person for such Period, and subject to such 
Conditions, as to the said Court or Person shallseem meet; 
and every Perscn charged with committing any Felony 
under this Act may be dealt with, indicted, tried, and, it 
convicted, sentenced, and his Offence may be laid and 
charged to have been committed, in the County, District, 
or Place in which he may be apprehended or be in Custody; 
and every Accessory before or after the Fact to any such 
Offence may be dealt with, indicted, tried, and, if con- 
vieted, sentenced and his Offence laid and charged tohave 
been committed, in any County, District, or Place in 
which the principal Offender may be tried.

Rules respecting Passage Allowances granted to Paid Members of Her Majesty's Consular Service 
in countries other than China, Japan, and Siam, who are not engaged in Trade. 


1. An officer on a first appointment, or on transfer, 
shall be paid the whole ofthe expense of his journey to his 

ost, and one-third of that of his family, the number being 
limited to five persons besides himself, of whom one may 
be a servant. ‘These payments will be made by the 
Foreign Ottice on production of a detailed statement of 
such expenses accompanied by the necessary vouchers. 

9. On returning home on leave of absence after a resi- 
dence of five years, an officer shall be paid one-half of the 
expenses of his own journey, and one-third of that of his 
family, the same limitation being observed in regard to 
numbers as in Rule 1. This arrangement will also be 


applied to the case of an officer returning from England to 
his port. 

3. wt similar allowance may be granted at the discretion 
of the Secretary of State in cases of leave of absence 
obtained at any time on sick certificate. (The sick certi 
cate must accompany the application for leave of absence.) 

4. Officers who have permission to trade, but who do 
not avail themselves of such permission, will accompany 
their applications for passage allowance with a declaration 
to that effect.

REGULATIONS RESPECTING PASSPORTS. : 


1, Applications for Foreign Office Passports must be made in writing; and inclosed in acover addressed | 
to “The Chief Clerk, Foreign Office, London,” with the word ‘ Passport” conspicuously wrilten on the cover. | 

2. The charge on the {ssue of a passport, whatever number of persons may be named init, is 2s. If the 
applicant reside in the country, and if it is desired that the passport should be sent by post, that sum must be , 
forwarded with the application for the passport by a Posta! order, or by a Post Office order, made payable atthe Post 
Office, Charing Cross, London, to the Chief Clerk of the Foreign Office, Sir Francis B. Alston, K.c.M.c. Postage 
stamps will not be received in payment. 

8. Foreign Office Passports are granted only to British-born subjects, or to such foreigners as have become 
naturalized efther by Act of Parliament or by a Certificate of Naturalization granted by the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department. When the party is a ‘ Naturalized British subject.” he will be so designated in h 
passport; andif his certificate of naturalization be dated subsequently tothe 24th of August, 1850, and previous 
to the Ist of August, 1858, his passport will be marked as good for one year only; or should the certificate be dated 
eubsequently to the lst of August, 1858, his passport will in that case be marked as good for six months only, 
except in cases where a licence for a longer period of residence abroad has been granted by the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department: but this regulation will not preclude any person whom it affects from obtaining, at 
the Foreign Office, at any future time, on his producing his old passport, a fresh passport in exchange for it for a; 
further limited period, without being required to pay a fresh charge. A Foreign Office passport granted toa | 


British-born subject, or toa ‘ Naturalized British subject” who has been naturalized by Act of Parliement, or 
whose certificate of naturalization is dated previously to the 24th of August, 1850, is not limited in point of time, 
but is available for any time, or for any number of journeys to the Continent. Aliens naturalized as British 
subjects under the Naturalization Act, 1870 (33 Vict.c. 14), will also receive passports unlimited in point of time, 
but subject to the qualification mentioned in the 7th Clause of the Act. 

4. Passports are granted to all persons either known to the Secretary of State or recommended to him by some 
person who is known to him; or upon the application of any Banking Firm established in London, ot in any part 
of the United Kingdom; or upoi the production of a Certificate of Identity (see subjoined Form) signed by any Mayor, 
Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary, resident in the 
United Kingdom in certain cases, the applicant’s Certificate of Birth must be produced. 

5. If the applicant fora passport be a Naturalized British subject, his certificate of naturalization, with his 
signature subscribed to the oath printed on. it, must be forwarded to the Foreign Office with tbe certificate of 
identity granted on his behalf; and his certificate of naturalization will be returned with the passport to the 
person who may have granted the certificate of identity, in order that he may cause such Naturalized British 
subject to sign the passport in his presence. The agents at the outports are not authorized to grant passports 
to naturalized British subjects, and such persons, if resident in London or in the suburbs, must apply 
personally for their passports at the Foreign Office. 

6. Passports are issued at the Forelgn Office, between the hours of 11 and 4, on the day following that on 
which the application for the passport has been received at the Foreign Office, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Passport Ottice is closed. 

7. A passport cannot be issued by the Foreign Office, or by an agent at an outport, on behalf of a person already 
abroad; such person, being a British-born subject, should apply for one to the nearest British Mission or Consulate. 
A paesport cannot be issued adroad to a naturalized British subject, unless naturalized under the Act of 1870, 
except for a direct journey to England, or in the case of a colonial naturalized subject for a journey to the | 

+ 


United Kingdom, orto the colony where he has been naturalized. Neither cana passport granted at the Foreign 
Ollie toa naturalized British subject for a limited period be renewed by Her Majesty’s Diplomatic or Consular 
Agents in foreign countries; but only at the Foreign Office. 

8. The bearer of every passport granted by the Foreign Office should sign his passport as soon as he receives it : 
without such signature elther the visa may be refused, or the validity of the passport questioned abroad. Travellers 
who may have any intention of visiting the Russian Empire, or the Turkish Dominions, at any time in the course 
of their travels, mist not quit England without having had their passports visés at the Russian Consulate in 
London, 17, Great Winchester-street, E.C., or at the Consulate-General of the Sublime Porte, 7, Union-court, Old 
Hroad-street, respectively. Peracns proposing to enter Germany by way of France should also have their paseports 
vusés at the German Embassy, 9, Carlton House-terrace, S.W. Travellers about to proceed to any other country 
need ot obtain the visa of the Diplomatic or Consular Agents of such country, resident in the United Kingdom, 
except as 2n additional precaution. 

N.B.—Although British subjects are now free to enter Belgium, France, Germany, Holland, Italy, Denmark, Sweden, and 
Norway, without passports, and the rules about passports have been virtually relaxed in other countrics. nevertheless, Britisn 
Badjects to visit the Continent are recommended not to omit to provide themselves with passports, for even in those countries 
where they are no longer obligatory, they are found to be convenient, as offering a ready means of identification, and more particu. 
1s Ay ten letters have to be claimed at a poste restante. For reaidence in certain districts of Germany and Switzerland, a passport 
@ indispensable. 

i is further recommended, as a reasonable precaution,that persons holding, Passports of old date should either exchange 
them for fresh Passports on payment of the usual fee of 2s., or should have their old. orts visés, before starting on a journey, by 
the Diplomatic or Consular Authorities of the countries they propose to visit.

CIVIL COMPENSATION ALLOWANCES, UNDER THE PENSIONS COMMUTA- 


TION ACT, 1871 (34 and 35 Vict., c. 36).* 


1, Any person who has retired or has been removed 
from a public civil officet in consequence of the abolition 
of his offcc, or for the purpuse of facilitating improve- 
ments in the organization of the Depurtment to which 
he belonged, to whom an annual pension has becn 
granted by way of compensation for such retirement or 
removal, and who inay be desirous of commuting such 
pension under the Pensions Commutation Act of 1871, 
must make application in writing to the head or heads 
of the Department to which he belonged, ting his 
desire so to commute, and furnishing information as to 
his age, the office wnich he held, and the amount of his 
compensation allowance. 

2. If the hed of the Department to which he belonged 
shall think proper to recommend the commutation under 
the fourth clause of the 4th section of the Act,the person 
will be so informed by the head of the Department, and 
his application will be forwarded to the Commutation 
Board for consideration. 

3. The person will then receive further instructions 
from that Board. 


4. The Commutation Board will require the person to 
give such information aa to his health and habits as is 
usual in the case of persons proposing to assure their 
lives in assurance comp.nies, and he will be required to 
submit himself for personal examination at the oftice of 
the Board at the National Debt OMce, 19, Olc Jewry, in 
the City of London. 

6. ‘The basis of the commutation will be the following 
Table, subject to an addition of years of age in the case 
of impaired lives. 

6. The amount of money to be paid in commutation 
uf the pension will be fixed by the Treasury on the recom- 
mendation of the Commutation Board. The applicant 
will then be informed of the amount, and he will have 
the option of withdrawing his application on the payment 
of a fee of Si. 3¢, within BO days after receiving that 
notice. 

7, If the applicant shall not withdraw his application 
and pay the above fee within that period the decision will 
be considered final, and the commutation of pension 
will take place absolutely.

PENSION ACTS, &c. 


An Act to provide for the Payment of 
DIPLOMATIC SALARIES, ALLOWANCES, AND PENSIONS. 
32 & 38 Vict., cap. 43.—2 August, 1869. 


Wueneas it is expedient to provide for the payment 
of the salaries, allowances, and pensions of persons in 
Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service out of moneys provided 
by Parliament instead of out of the Consolidated Fund, 
and otherwise to amend the law respecting the same: 
Be it enacted by the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice ard zonsent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as fullows: 


Short Title. 


1 This Act may be cited as “ Ihe Diplomatic Salaries, 
&c., Act, 1869.” . 


Commencement of Act. 


2. This Act shall come into operation as on and from 
the Ist day of April, 1X6!, which day is in this Act 
referred to as ‘the commencement of this Act.” 


Interpretation of Terms. 


3. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requii 

The term" Treasury” means the Lord High 

surer, or the Commissioners of Her Majesty’ 
‘Treasury : 

The term ‘Secretary of State’? means that one of 
Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State who is 
entrusted with the Seals of the Department for 
Foreign Affairs, or performs the duties of that 
Departinent. 


Sections 4,5, 6, 7, and 8, and part of Sections 12 
and 13 of 2. § 3 Wm. IT’, cap. 116, and 
22 § 23 Fict., cap. 5, repealed. 


4%. Sections 4,5, 6, 7,and 8 of the Act of the session of 
the 2nd and 3rd Years of William IV, chapter 116, **to 
provide for the salaries of certain high and judicial 
Officers, and payments hitherto made out of the Civil List 
revenues,” and so much of sections 12 and 13 of the same 
Act as relates to diplomatic salaries, allowances, and 
pensions, and the whole of the Act of the session of the 
22ud and 23rd years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
chapter 5, ‘‘to remove doubts as to the qualitication of 
persons holding diplomatic pensions to sit in Parlia- 
ment,” are hereby repealed, as from the commencement 
of this Act. 

Provided that this repeal shall not affect any pensions 
now payable under the said Act; and those pensions 
shall be paid out of the Consolidated Fund, and the 
accounts thereof shall be laid before Parliament in the 
same manner as if this Act had not passed. 


Salaries, Pensions, &c., Payable out of Annual 
Votes. 


5. After the commencement of this Act all salaries, 
allowances, and pensions (other than pensions granted 
before the commencement of this Act) payable to persons 
in Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service, shall be paid out of 
moneys provided by Parliament, and shall be paid on 
such days and in such manner as the Treasury may, with 
the consent of the Secretary of State, from time to time 
appoint. 


Amounts of Diplomatic Pensions. 


6. After the commencement of this Act the Treasury, 
‘on the recommendation of the Secretary of State, may 
‘ant pensions during life to persons in Her Majesty's 
plomatic Service, not exceeding the salary which the 
pensioner may be receiving at the time that his active

employment ceases; and not exceeding the following 
amounts; namely : : 
(1.) 1,702. per annum for a 1st class pension. 
(2.) 13002. per annum for a Qnd class pension. 
(3.) 9002. per annum for a 3rd class pension. 
(4.) 7004, per annum for a 4th class pension. 


Qualifications for Pension. 


7. With respect to the qualifications for pensions undes 
this Act, the following provisions shall have effect : 

(1.) A’ person shali not be qualified for receiving a 
pension of any class, until the expiration of 15 
years from the date of his first commission, anc 
unless he has actually served in some foreign State 
or States, either continuously or on different occa- 
sions, during a time amounting in the aggregate 
to 10 years: 

(2.) A person shall not be qualified for receiving a 
pension of the 1st class unless he has been an 
Ambassador, and in that capacity has actually 
resided in some foreign State or States, either con- 
tinuously or on different occasions, during a time 
amount.ng in the aggregate to 3 years: 

(3.) A person shall not be qualified for receiving a 
pension of the Qnd class unless he has been an 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
on @ Mission of the first class, and in that capacity 
has actually resided in some foreign State or States, 
either continuously or on different occasions, 
during a time amounting in the aggregate to 
5 years: 

A’ person shall not be qualified for receiving 
pension of the 3rd class unless he has been aa 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
on a Mission of the second class, or a Minister 
Plenipotentiary, or a Minister Resident, or a Chargé 
@’Atfaires and Consul-General in some foreign 
State or States, or aChargéd’Affaires in some foreign 
State or States, where no other Diplomatic Repre- 
sentative is usually appointed to reside on behalf of 
Her Majesty, or an Agent and Conzul-General in 
some foreign State or States where his duties have 
been generally of a political character, and in one 
or more of those capacities has actually resided in 
some foreign State or States, either continuously 
or on diflerent occasions, during a time amounting 
in the aggregate to 5 years: 
<5.) A period of residence in any capacity which, if 
continued, would be a qualification for any class of 
pension may count as part of the qualification for 
a lower class of pension. 


4.) 


Pension to Invalided Secretaries. 


8. Where a person holding acommission as Second or 
‘Third Secretary in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service, and 
having served in euch capacities, or one of them, for a 
period not less than five years, is constrained, from 
infirmity of mind or bodv. to leave that service before 
the completion of the period which would qualify him for 
a pension under the other provisions of this Act, the 


( Treasury may grant to him an allowance during his life, 


not exceeding for each year of his service in the said 
capacities, or one of theni (if he has only served in one), 
one-thirtieth part of the amount of the annual salary 
which he may be receiving at the time that he leaves the 
service. 


Allowance in case of Bodily Injury. 


9. Where a person in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service, 
by reason of severe bodily injury, occasioned without his 
own default in the discharge of his duty, is constrained 
to leave that service before the completion of the perioa 
which would qualify him for a pension under the other 
provisions of this Act, the Treasury may grant to him a 
gratuity not exceeding the amount of three months, 
salary for every two years of service, or a pension not 
exceeding ten-sixtietlis of the annual salary which he 
may be receiving atthe time that he leaves the service,

Temporary Pension on Rupture of Diplomatic 
Relations. 


10. Where a person in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic 
Service, who is serving in any foreign State in any capa- 
city, and is, by reason of war or any interruption of 
diplomatic relations, withdrawn from active service 
before he has completed the term of service and period of 
residence which, under the provisions of this Act, would 
entitle him to a pension for having served in such 
capacity, the Treasury, at the request of the Secretary of 
State, may grant to hima temporary allowance calculated 
on the rate of pension which he would have earned if he 
had continued to reside in such capacity, regard being 
had to the length and character of his services, 

Every auch allowance shall cease from the date of the 
ratification of a Treaty of Peace or the renewal of diplo- 
matic relations. 


Forfeiture of Pension on Refusal to Serve 
again, 
11. 1f any person who is in receipt of a pension or tem- 
jorary allowance under this Act, and has not attained the 
age of sixty years, and is not incapacitated by infirmity 
of mind or body (proved to the satisfaction of the Secre- 
tary of, State, by a medical certificate or otherwise), 


to proceed'to any Mi 
that in respect of which his pension was granted, or to 
some Mission of higher rank, he shall forfeit his right to 
the pension and allowance. 


Suspension of Payment on Holding other Offices. 


12, Where a person having any pension or allowance 
under this Act is appointed to any office of profit under 
‘the Crown, or to any office the saldry of which is payable 
out of the Consolidated Fund or moneys provided by 
Parliament, whether such office is in the United Kingdom 
or not, his pension and allowance, so long as he continues 
to hold such office, shall, if the emoluments of such office 
are equal to or larger than the pension or allowance, be 
suspended, and if the emoluments of such office are less 
than the pension or allowance, be diminished by the 
amount of such emoluments, 


Determination of Class of Missions. 


13. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty from time to 
time to determine the foreign States the Envoys Extra- 
vedinary and Ministers Plenipotentiary at which are 
thereafter to be deemed on First and Second Class 
Missions resvectively for the purposes of a pension under 
thia Act, 

Such determinatior shall be signified in writing under 
the hand of the Secretary of State to the Commissioners 
‘of Her Majesty’s Treasury, and shall be laid before both 
Houses of Parliament within fourteen days after the 


signing thereof, if Parliament be then sitting, and if 
Parliament be not then sitting, wizlin fourteen days 
after the commencement of the next session. 

The arrangement existing at the commencement of 
this Act as to such First and Second Class Missions shall, 
until and except so far as altered under the provisions of 
this section, continue in force for the purposes of a 
pension under this Act. 


Employment beyond Limits of State. 


14, Where a person in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic 
Service is actually employed heyond the limits of the 
foreign State in which, under the terms of his credentials 
or commission he should properly reside, and is 80 
employed on a special diplomatic mission or service, 
whether in or out of Her Majesty’s dominions, or (being 
a Second or Third Secretary) is so employed for the 
advantage of the public service in the Department ot 
Foreign Affairs in London, he shall, for the purposes of a 
pension under this Act, be deemed, during the time that 
he is so actually employed, to have been actually residing 
in such foreign State. 


Pension on Transfer from Civil (or Consular) 
to Diplomatic Service, and vice versi. 


15. Where a person in the Consular Service or in any 
other branch of the Civil Service of Her Majesty is 
appointed to some employment in the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice, or where a person in the Diplomatic Service is 
appointed to some employment in the Civil Service of 
the State in the Department of Foreign Affairs in London, 
and such person may suffer prejudice in regard to his 
retiring allowance by reason of his not continuing in his 
former service, the Treasury may award to him, on his 
retirement from active service, such pension or super- 
annuation allowance under this Act and the Super- 
annuation Act, 1859, or one of them, as in their opinion 
will prevent his suffering such prejudice and is just, 
having regard to his services; but save as aforesaid a 
person receiving a pension under this Act shall not be 
entitled to any superannuation allowance under the 
Superannuation Act, 1859. (22 § 23 Vict., cap. 26.)

Wuerras the Acts of the 4th and 5th years of King

Majesty, Chapter 26, regulate the conditions on which

‘And whereas doubts have arisen as to whether such

Be it therefore enacted; and it

1. That pensions, compensations, or allowances

public Servants not Heads of Departments. 

VIII. Itshall not be lawful for the Commissioners of the 
Treasury to grant the full amount ofsuperannuation allow 
ance which can be granted under this Act to any person 
not being the head officer or one of the head officers of a 
departinent, unless upon production of a certificate (signed

Unhealthy Places. 


. 1. The Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury (in 
this Act referred to as the Treasury) may from time to 
time by order declare that any country or place therein 
named shall be deemed, and the same shall thereupon 
be deemed, for the purposes of the Superannuation Act, 
1859, and this Act, to be an unhealthy place. 

The Treasury may from time to time by order revoke 
or vary an onder previously made under this section, 
but the amount of superannuation, compensation, 
gratuity, or other allowance to be granted to any person 
serving, before the date of the order of revocation or 
alteration in the unhealthy place affected thereby, shall 
be the same as if it had not been made. 

2. For the purpose of reckoning the amount of any 
superannuation, compensation, gratuity, or other allow 
ance to be granted under the Superannuation Act, 1859, 


to a person who has served in an established capacity in

2.—(L.) Where a civil servant is removed from his office 
on the ground of his inatility to discharge efficiently the

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PRECEDENCE OF DIPLOMATIC AGENTS, 
(In force, January 1889.) 


REGULATIONS annexed to the VIENNA CONGRESS TREATY, of June 9, 1815. 


In order to prevent the inconveniences which have 
frequently occurred, and which might again arise, from 
elaims of precedence among ditferent Diplomatic Agents, 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Powers who signed the Treaty 
of Paris have agreed on the following Articles, and they 
think it their duty to invite the Plenipotentiaries of 
other Crowned Heads to adopt the same regulatio 


Aaticris I.—Diplomatic Agents are divided into three 
elasses:—That of Ambassadors, Legates, or Nuncioa; 
that of Envoys, Ministers, or other persons accredited to 


representative character. 

IIL. Diplomatic Agents on an extraordinary mission 
have not, on that account, any superiority of rank. 

IV. Diplomatic Agents shall take precedence in their 
respective classes, according to the date of the ollicial 
notification of their arrival. The present Regulation 


shall not cause any innovation with regard to the Repre- 
sentatives of the Pope. 

V. A uniform mode shall be determined in each State 
for the reception of Diplomatic Agents of each class. 

VI. Relations of consanguinity, or of family alliance 
between Courts, confer no precedence on their Diplo- 
matic Agents, The same rule also applies to political 
alliances. 

VII. In Acts or Treaties between several Powers 
which grant alternate precedence, the order which is to 
be observed in the natures shall be decided by lot 
between the Minist

Complete disorganization followed this 
imprudent act; from that moment it became impossible to 
make the soldiers of the division keep their ranks, plunder 
succeeded, the example was infectious, and what with 
reat suffering and evil propensity encouraged by this 
error of inexperience, the main body of the army, which 
had encamped for six hours in the rain, arrived at their 
destination on the evening of the 9th of January in a state 
very discreditable to its discipline. The Commander-in- 
Chief, with the reserve and the cavalry, as usual, covered 
the march, in the course of which he ordered several 
bridges to be destroyed, but the engineers failed of success 
in every attempt.

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- THE CHROMOGRAPH. 


THE CHROMOGRAPH is an ingenious invention which enables any one to produce a 
number of copies from MSS. written with a special ink supplied with the Apparatus, 
and is, therefore, invaluable to those who are often requiring reproductions of their 
letters, invitations, despatches, circulars, plans, or drawings, fifty fac-similes of which can 
be produced in a few moments, without any knowledge of Printing or Lithography being 
required.

The MS. to be copied is written on any kind of paper, and with any pen (either 
steel or quill), with the ink supplied, and the writing or drawing, dein, rfectly dry, 
is placed face downwards on the composition and the hand passed lightly over it two 
or three times, the paper is then pulled gently off (in the same manner as shown in the 
illustration above), and a fac-simile counterpart of the writing or drawing will be found 
transferred to the composition. A sheet of paper of any kind is then laid upon the 
composition and smoothed down lightly with the hand, and after two or three seconds 
is withdrawn in the same manner as before mentioned, and a clear and perfect copy 
of the original will be found printed upon it. This operation is repeated as often as 
required, from eight to ten minutes only being required to produce forty to fifty copies. 

Immediately the requisite number of copies are printed, fill the sponge supplied with 
the Apparatus with clean cold water, and rub the surface gently, and the writing will be 
speedily effaced, as easily, in fact, as pencil writing from the surface of a porcelain slate. 

If the composition is at any time accidentally scratched or broken, it can be remelted 
by heating it and allowing it to cool, care being taken to prevent dust from settling on it 
when in a liquid state.
